N, January 12.—Lord Salisbury nat- 
— a good reception yesterday at Liv- 
0 l, which is always inclined rather to 
the Tory than the Liberal party,in spite of 
Goschen's defeat there last January, and in 
spite, also, of the fact that one division of the 
city has the unique distinction of returning 
the only Parnellite member elected in En- 
gland. The speech did not go very far to- 
wards indicating his policy, unless his re- 
marks about the inconvenience of having an 
income tax andthe desirability of taxing cer- 
tai luxuries may be taken to indi the in- 
tention of the Government to go fer as 
they dare to conciliate their fair, 
trade supporters. More probably, however, it 
was merely intended to amuse these gentle- 
men with barren expressions of sympathy, 
more particularly as he went on to say, refer- 
ring to Giadstone’s policy of sweeping arti- 
cles from the tariff, that it often happens that 
an important step once taken, even if impdil- 
ti¢, Cannot be retraced. It is difficult to fol- 
low reasoning of this kind. If the repeal of 
indirect taxes is found to have an injurious 
effect on commerce, surely a wise statesman 
would reimpose them, 

IN RESPRBCT TO IRELAND 

there was no indication whatever of the Gov- 
ernment’s policy in the speech. It merely 
consisted of the familiar arguments of 
Tory speakers—a defense of the crimes 
bili, personal abuse of Mr. Gladstone, and, in 
worse taste, ridicule of O’Brien who, even his 
opponents do not deny, is suffering the loss of 
liberty and humiliating treatment for what 
he conceives to be right andfor the goodof 
his country. Men like Lord Salisbury, who 
bag always been a cold, calculating critic, 
with sympathy only for the rich, are quite 
unable to understand the. feeling which 
prompts a manto self-sacrifice. Lord Salis- 
bury evidently thought in the face of the 
positive deciarations of Justin McOarthy and 
other Irish members, as to the overtures of 
Lord Carnarvon, when the Tories were in 
office, that these could no longer be 
denied. Therefore, although quite recently 
he accused Mr. McCarthy of slandering Lord 
Catrnarvon, now he throws his colleague over- 
board, and while admitting that Lord Carnar- 
von favored home rule, protests that he was 


| the Only Tory Minister who did so. The ques- 


Zethains, therefore; whether Lord Car- 
narvon, in telling the Irish members, whom 
he met in conference, that he did so after con- 
sulting his colleagues, Was telling a deliberate 
falsehood, or whether, and what is more 
probable, Lord Salisbury, after denying Lord 
Carnarvon’s participation inthe matter and 
now admitting it, was the more likely to be in- 
correct in his latest version. 

LORD SALISBURY’S : 
assertion that the crimes bill increased

reverse of the ‘truth, for herein lies the 
strength ofthe Opposition. If the Govern- 
ment had been content to govern Ireland ac- 
cording to ordinary law, as they promised 
they would do, itis the opinion of competent 
observers that the Liberal reaction would have 
been displayed a long while, since there is a 
deep-rooted prejudice among Englishmen, as 
among other nationalities, against anything 
having even the appearance of the curtail- 
ment ofdominion, such as Mr. Gladstone’s 
scheme for home rule. Even the Times, con- 
soling itself recently over the fact that the 
Government lost many seats while the Oppo- 
sition had not lost one, admitted that the 
crimes act was the cause. It is a curious 
commentary on Lord Salisbury’s favorite 
contention. He reiterated yesterday that 
the crimes act created no new crime in Ire- 
land, that his own supporters openly taunt 
Mr. Dillon with remaining in England, and 
say he is afraid to return to Ireland because, 
once there, he would be arrested and sent to 
prison. Mr. Diilon’s movements could make 
no difference if, as alleged, the law is the 
game in both countries, and the publication in 
the Times of reports of suppressed branches 
of the National League would be the same 
offense as that for which editors, printers and 
even newsboys in Ireland are now in jail.

CAPT..JOHN TOBIN WANTS THE HEART OF 
SALT LAKES CITY. 


The Title to Several Millions of Dollars’ 
Worth of Mormon Property Disputed— 
Capt Tobin Tells How He Discovered a 
Medicinal Spring and With It the Fortune 
He Now Claims—The Story of an Old 
Scout, Whe Is the Sole Survivorofthe 
Mountain Meadow Massacre. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

Kansas Orrr, Mo., January 12.—The papers 
in a sensational suit, involving the title to 
eighty acres of ground almost in the heart of 
Salt Lake City, are now being drawn up in this 
city, and willbe filedin the United States 
Territorial Court at Salt Lake in a few days. 
The plaintiff is Capt. John Tobin, an 
old-time scout and guide, sole survivor of two 
bloody Mormon massacres and a noted man 
on the frontier away back in the ‘50s. Capt. 
Tobin is now almost completely blind from 
the hardships ,Undergone in his early days. 
For the last year or more he has made this 
city hishome. The defendants in this suit are 
a large number of persons who now hold and 
claim to own houses and land adjoining what 
is known as the Warm Spring in the City of 
Salt Lake. Mr. Frank P. Blair, the well- 
known attorney, is at present aengaged in 
preparing the documents in the case while 
Congressman Warner and other eminent legal 
counsel have been engaged to assist in the 


rosecution of the suit. The value of the 
and claimed by Capt. Tobin is $1,000,000 
while the improvements on it make the total 
amount a great deal more. 
THE STORY 

of how he comes to own, or claim to own such 
valuable property, and why he has not before 
atttempted force his claim, was told by 
Tobin to-day: ‘‘I was uently in Salt Lake 
between 183 and 1857,’’ he said. ‘‘I knew 
Brigham Young well, and had considerable 
influence with the leading Mormons, although 
they know I was down on their faith and prac- 
tio es. One day an old chief of the Utan In- 
dians to me of the wonderful 
virtues of a warm spring, which 
bubbled out of the rocks close to 
the village. He saidhis whole tribe would 
have died during several of the epidemics to 
which they had been subject toif it had not 
been for the healing qualities of this wonderful 
ne I went to see the spring, and found that 
it owed out of the ground at 
a temperature of 110 degrees Fahrenheit. The 
land around it was sterile and uninviting,and 
didn’t look as if it would ever be of any use. I 
foresaw that the heating properties of the 
spring would make it and the 

about it a valuable property in 

to come, and concluded to obtain 1223 
and acquire a title if possible. After some 
negotiation the Indians relinquished their 
claim to eighty acres of ground around the 
spring in my favor. I presented my claim 
to the Mormon Council and they gave 
me permission to occupy and improve 
the place. Brigham Young said he had no 
objections to my settling there, and other 
Mormons said if Il wanted to risk my scalp for 
this 2 piece of waste ground on the moun- 
tain side [could have it. My title was gen- 
erally acknowledged and was as good as 
a Gentile could get in that day. There was no 
Government land office or wey of proving up 
claims, and in tact the United States 
authority had mighty little to do with 
Utah about that time. Brigham Young’s 
word was law there. I settled on this 
land, acquired a title which was generally ac- 
knowledged at that time, built both houses at 
the spring and otherwise improved the place. 
i remained there until I was driven away be- 
fore the first Mountain Meadow massacre, of 
which I am the sole surviver. 

JOHN D. LEE, 

the monster of the great Mountain Meadow 
massacre, says that he was ordered to assas- 
sinate me and my party. After escaping from 
the clutches of the avenging Danites, who 
were sent out to kili me, I did not dare return 
to Salt e as I knew that itmeant death. My 
lawyers now have, among other papers, a letter 
written to me by Sumner Howard, the lawyer 
who defended John D. Lee, warning me not to 
come back to Salt Lake City or I would surely 
ve assassinated. After that I lost my sight and 
things bave drifted along since. The land 
which once was mine is now on a 
good portion of thé city, covered with fine 
residences and business houses, and has be- 
come very valueble. Ever since the United 
States Courts were established in Utah I have 
been collecting evidence and getting ready to 
reassert my claim to the property, and am 
now ready to begin the suit.

AND MEANS TARIFF BILL. 


And Lays Down the Programme Which 
Good Democrats Should All Pursue— 
What the Bill Will Provide—Bragg Nomi- 
nated as Ministerto Mexico—The Senate 
and House—Capital Chat.

Wasnmorox, D. O., January 12.—Chair- 
man Mills of the Ways and Means Committee 
is gathering material and information from 
the Treasury Department to assist him in 
preparing a tariff billfor the consideration of 
the House. In referring to the sub- 
ject to-day he said „there has 
been no general expression of opinion 
among the members of the committee, but 
they are all preparing themselves for the 
struggle. Atan early day the committee will 
map a plan of the bill and then proceed to 
build it in the most desirable shape. 
I¢é will be neither a presidential nor a 
Treasury Department bill, but the bili 
of the Committee on Ways and Means, framed 
so far as practical in the interests of the peo- 
ple. The fundamental principle of the meas- 
ure will be the lightening of the burdens now 
weighing so heavily apon the masses and the 
reduction of the 1 15 in the treasury.’’

General Manager Chappell Outlines the Al- 
ton’s Policy—General News. 


General-Manager C. H. Chappell of the Chi- 
cago & Alton Rallway wasin town yesterday. 
He was seen by a Posr-Disrarou reporter at 
the Southern Hotel and in the course of a con- 
versation gave some rather emphatic informa- 
tion on the subject of the present trouble be- 
tween the Wabash and his road. Whether Mr. 
Chappel! was here to escape the search of the 
General Managers of the Western States Pas- 
senger Association, who met in Chicago, he 
did not say, but he gives a decided view of the 
policy of the Alton. 

Is there any prospect, Mr. Chappell, of a 
settlement between your road and the Wa- 
bash?’’ asked the reporter. 

Not a particle, was the emphatic reply. 

How long do you expect the fight to last?“ 

Until the reorganization of the Wabash, 
and if the present policy of the road to which 


we object is continued by the reorganized Wa- 
bash we shall keep it up longer until the pol- 
ley is changed. at is our attitude.’’ 
‘Until the reorganization of the Wabash is 
a rather indefinite time, is it not?’’ 
„Well, it may be six months or 80, and it, 
as I said, the policy is continued we shall con-; 
tinue the fight and shall extend the cut from 
St. Louis to Kansas City. We shall put the 
same rates on to Kansas City if the entire 
Wabash system continues in the same line of 


Lade 
Wnat is the particular feature in Gen. Mo- 
Nulta’s policy to which you object most?“ 

It is not entirely Gen. McNulta’s fault. He 
found the low rates which were made by 
Judge Cooley when he went into the receiver- 
ship. But he has kept it up, instead 
of showing any disposition to rectify it he 
would attend no conferences, but ran around 
and hid himself. It ne had shown the least 
disposition to straighten things up it would 
have been ali right, hut he never thought of 
doing away with the discrimination ainst 
Chicago made by his Toledo rates until the 
Burlington could stand it no longerand gave 
notice of protecting itself. Then he jumped 
in toget the credit ot it and scaled the rates 
down allthrough. He did not even stop at 
the commodities affected but made a gen- 
éral and ruinous reduction. As between 
rates that are only slightly losing and low 
rates, we prefer low rates. We had justas 
well have ruination as half ruination, and that 
is our principle. The trouble with McNulta is 
that he is ignorant and did not foresee results. 
Itisignorance and bull-headedness coupled 
with a desire to make himself popular. We 
9 to teach him what the results are. 

e will go a point better than any other road 
until this policy is changed and fair rates are 
established. I am only afraid the Commis- 
sioners will make the rates legal, and this is 
the reason that our present rates are stated to 
be cut rates. 

Do you anticipate any trouble in passenger 
rates from your withdrawal from the Western 
States Passenger Association?’’ 

es, I do. 

re think the rates will be cut?’’ 

Tes. 

Did you withdraw for the purpose of cut - 
rates?’’ 

No, we didnot. We withdrew in order to 
be untrammeled and in order to be 
in a position to protect ourselves. 
The fact is, we do not propose to 
be in any association in which the Wabash 
is not, nor to be bound by any agreements 
which do not bind the Wabash. As you know 
the Wabash has been out of the association for 
some time and has been taking a differential 
on us of $1.50 or $2 between here and Chicago, 
and we will not stand it any longer. We do 
not propose to cut, if we can help it, but we 
will protect ourselves. We are fighting for 
fair rates, and we will get them if there is any 
virtue in fighting.’’ 

Mr. Chappell's predictions are not very com- 
forting to the managers, who decided yester- 
day to continue the organization of the West- 
ern States Passenger Association, with five of 
the former members out. 


Southwestern Rates. 


An important meeting of the Southwestern 
Association is being held to-day in Chicago. 
The chief subject for consideration is the ac- 
tion which should follow the reduction in

or THE COLUMBUS ARMORY. 


Three Hundred High - Priced "pale 
Roasted to Death—St. Charles, the Finest 
St. Bernard Representative in America, 
and Bow-Faust of St. Louis Among the 


Victims—Royal Duke, the $10,000 Ger- 
don Setter, Breaks His Chain and 
Escapes—The Armory a Total Wreck. 


Corno, O., January 12.—The Fourteenth 
Begiment Armory, a frame structure on 
Bpring street, burned até o’clock this morn- 
ing. Fire caught from a defective flue, and 
soon enveloped the building. The drapery 
and evergreen went like a flash and fell to the 
floor, everything going up like an explosion. 
The force of men aboutthe Armory endeav- 
ored to get valuables and live stock out, but 
were unable to do anything of consequence. 
The building was totally enveloped in less 
than ten minutes. There were one 
thousand rounds of ammunition in the build- 
ing. The cartridges exploded, the bullets 
fiying in all directions, making it dangerous 
formen to work. Pete Ball, colored, was 
struck in the head with a bullet, but not 
seriously injured. Three hnndred stands of 
rifles and uniforms of all the men of the 
regiment were destroyed, as well as the 
equipment and paraphernalia, except tents, 
The officers lost much of their goods. 

Adjt.-Gen. Axline estimates fhe loss to the 


State at $15,000. Other local organizations and 
drill corps had their uniforms in the building 
and lost the same.

All the poultry and pigeon stock and nearly 
all the dogs were consumed. The famous 
Gordon setter, a or Duke, owned by 
Walter Hammett, Philadelphia, valued at 
$10,000, broke his chain and got out badly 
singed. The ony other dogs saved' were the 
champion English setter, Paul Gladstone of 
Pittsburg, value $10,000, and two Irish setters 
and a pointer, belong to residents of Colum- 
bus, which had been taken home last night. 
Among the dogs burned were PattiM., aprize 
pointer bitch of Cleveland, which has taken 
prizes at all the kennel shows, and val- 
ned at $1,000.

‘|| THE LINDELL RAILWAY COMPANY MAKES 


AN OFFICIAL REPORT. 


| Results of the Experiments Tried on the 


Washington Avenue Line—Harbor-Com- 
missioner Murphy's Offer — Important 
Measures in the Council—Deaths From 
Diphtheria and Pneumonia — Municipal 
Matters. 


The Lindell Railway Company, through J. 
H. Lightner, its Vice and acting President, to- 
day submitted to the Board of Public Improve- 
ments its plans for changing the motor power, 
as authorized by an ordinance passed atthe 
last session of the Municipal Assembly. 
In his communication the Vice-President says 
thatthe company has tried several experi- 
ments with electric storage batteries with en- 
couraging results. Its directors are inclined 
to think that the problem will be most satis- 
factorily settled by the adoption of a storage 
battery motor to be located under the 
seats, being introduced through small doors 
in the outside of the car. The experiments have 
led the directors to believe that the plan of 
communicating the power to the axle by 
means ot a cog-wheel appliance is preferable to 
the endless-chain arrangement. The ordinance 
authorizing the ‘Lindell Company to change 


its motor power authorizes the use of either 
cable or electricity. The sectional view of a 
cable conduit presented is very much like the 
Olive street plan. Vice-President Lightner 
states that at present the directors are inclined 
to think that there will be no necessity for 
disturbing the streets along which its tracks 
run. Before the expiration of the time desig- 
nated in the ordinance, for compliance with 
the terms of which the company is bound in 
the sum of $50,000, they will present more 
complete plans of the proposed work.

LUMBER RATES. 


ABSURD SUGGESTION CREDITED TO 
FIRE UNDERWRITERS, 


AN 


Examining Lumber-Yard Risks—An Insur- 
ance Agent’s Statement—A Watchman to 
Every Ninth Pile of Lumber—Leopold 
Methudy Shows the Absurd Side of the 
Proposition—Yards Losses and Pre- 
miums. 


The Board of Fire Underwriters have been 
disturbed ever since the big fire in the Knapp 
Stout & Co. Company's yards over the ques- 
tion of rates on lumber yards. The more recent 
series of incendiary fires, when they came 
to be reported by agents to their principals, 
brought forth such expression thatthe agents 
in their capacities as members of the Board of 
Underwriters have felt constrained to do 
something toward increasing the pro- 
tection of lumber yards or advancing 
the rate. Acommittee was appointed at the 
last meeting of the Board and it is now con- 
sidering the question. It has been given 
out that some members of the com- 
mittee are in favor of prohibitary 
regulations, rules of such severity as will pre- 
clude the possibility of any lumber owner ap- 
plying for insurance on his stocks. It has been 
said that these committeemen are 
in favor of compelling insured 
lumber-yard owners to putin their yards one 
watchman to every nine piles of lumber, and 
make other changes inthe care of the prop- 
erty. This is an extreme position and one tha 
is not held by all the eommitteemen. 

MR. HOWARD BLOSSOM 

said this morning: The committee is inquir- 
ing into the matter of protecting lumber yards 
from incendiaries and is in correspondence 
with other cities. Maybea man will be sent 
to other cities to study the regulations in 
force. It is not proposed by the un- 
derwriters to drive any business out 
of St. Louis. We want be protected 
against loss, that js all. What is the use of 
doing business at all if our losses exceed gross 
receipts? That’s what they’ve been doing. 
We want the insured to co-operate with us 
and protect the property. It is as much to 
their interest as to ours.’’ 

Do you propose to compel lumber- yard 
owners to place a watchman at every ninth 
pile of lumber?’’ 

‘*A rule will be adopted as to watchmen, but 
how many will be required in any yard will 
depend entirely upon the position of the yard. 
If it is fenced, as all small 2 are, one 
watchman could as effectively protect it as 
could three if there was no fence. The 
watchmen are to keep out tramps who go into 
the yards to sleep and smoking there accident- 
ally or carelessly fire the —— and persons 
who goin there to maliciously set fire to the 
lumber on account of some injury they im- 
agine the company has done them. We want, 
further than that, broad roadways between 
the piles, and where the yard is large we want 
it divided into sections.’ 

For what purpose?“ 

„The Knapp, Stout & Co. Company, as an 
illustration, had their lumber piled in one 
great mass over eighty or a hundred acres. We 
advised them to separate it into three sections 
with roadways 100 or 200 feet wide. They sep- 
arated it into two sections, and the big fire 
they had was inthe larger of these sections. 
The firemen all agree that had this part been 
divided as we s sted, they could have 
saved one-half the lumber that was destroyed, 
and the loss would not then have been over 


$200 , 000. 

„When will the committee report?’’ 

Not for some time. It may t further 
time atthe next meeting of the Board, and 
will certainly study the matter thorougnly.’’ 

MR. LEOPOLD METHUDY 
of Methudy & Meyer said: ‘‘I have heard noth- 
ing from the insurance agents concerning in- 
creased rates or new regulations, except they 
oo a great deal when we were having 
he recent series of fires in the

at night. During the scare some monie

night. We pay some thousands of dollars in 
premiums to the insurance com les each 
year, and have had few losses.

GLOVER’S TELEGRAPH BILL. 

The bill introduced by Mr. GLOVER of 
Missouri to regulate the public service of 
telegraph companies is the logical se- 
quence of the interstate commerce bill. 
A voluminous array of decisions quoted 
by Mr. GLovEeR shows that telegraphio 
communication has been invariably re- 
garded by the courts as a branch of com- 
merce, as subject to interstate regulation 
by Congress as any other interstate trans- 
portation business. The absorption of 
nearly all the lines into one great stock- 
watering monopoly has taught the coun- 
try that wholesome regulation is just as 
necessary for public protection in the tel- 
egraph business as in the railroad busi- 
ness. Where competition fails to afford 
needful and proper protection the peo- 
ple must look to legislation for it. 

Some are looking to a system of Govern- 
ment lines operated in connection with 
the postal system as the surest and most 
effective method of securing fair service 
at fair rates and forcing the corporations 
to court public favor. But it would be 
years before a system of Government 
lines could be sufficiently extended to 
produce the desired results. In the mean- 
time regulation by law would still be 
needed, and might be found still neces- 
sary after the postal telegraph had been 
put into good working order. On the 
other hand, if regulation should afford 
sufficient protection by preventing pool- 
ing and extortion, and by affording a fair 
foothold for competing private enter- 
prise, it would be well to preclude in this 
way any necessity for a Government 
telegraph. 

There are many grave reasons for keep- 
ing the Government aloof from every 
kind of business that can be economically 
conducted by private enterprise, and for 
trusting to such enterprise for every pub- 
lio service it can render satisfactorily. 
One of the gravest of these reasons has 
reference to the evil and danger of multi- 
plying needlessly the already too large 
army of Government employes under our 
present very faulty system of civil-service 
appointments. In the present discourag- 
ing status of real civil-service reform the 
outlook for a postal telegraph bill is not 
bright, and perhaps the best thing its 
friends can do is to unite in passinga good 
interstate telegraph bill. If it should 
prove unavailing the postal telegraph 
would follow as a matter of necessity.

Wages and Protection.

It is notorious that the worst pald labor in 
the United States is that employed in the high 
protected industries. Beggarly wages forced 
Americans out of the mills and factories 
of New England to give place to the Irish, 
whose discontent was expressed in strikes 
until they were made to give way to the 
wretched, superstitious, priest - ridden 
French-Canadian imported operatives, who 
can live on less and endure more than any 
other class the mill barons have yet found. 
Woman and child labor is the distinctive 
curse of the industries having the heaviest 
tariff protection. New England has two 
strongly distinguished classes of population: 
tar if. protected monopolists and coupon-clip- 
pers so rich that they don’t know how to 
spend their money, and the pauper factory 
hands who never getacent’s worth of pro- 
tection out of the tariff. But while John Sher- 
man wants the tariff preserved for the benefit 
of persons who never getadime from it he 
hasn't even acrocodile tear for the underpaid 
Western farmer. 

Not only in New Eugland but in every part 
ofthe country is it true that low wages are 
paid in industries having the highest pro- 
tection.

BODY AND SOUL RECEIVING EQUAL ATTEN- 
TION, 


Bev. E. T. Colman’s Idea of Beaching 
Men's Inner OConsciousness—Free Soup 
Dispensed at the Mission To-Day—How 
the Food Was Prepared—Scenes at the 
Distribution. 


An odor of something cooking crept out of 
the rooms of the Evangelical Liberty Mission, 
806 North Seventh street, this forenoon. In- 
side a big gasoline stove was expending all its 
heaton the bottom ofa big soup boiler, in 
which a collection of vegetables and meat 
were increasing in sgavoryness every mo- 
ment. Within reach ot the es - 
caping heat of the stove sat two men 
whose threadbare garments showed that they 
were peculiarly interested in the progress of 


the soup. One was quite a distinguished per- 


sonage in his way. Under the shadow of St. 
Peter’s he had heard Pope Pius pronounce the 
words that ordained him as a Roman Catholic 
Priest. N 

Latin, Greek and Hebrew were some ot the 
intellectual qualifications he boasted then and 
even now. He left the priesthood in Aut - 
werp, he olaims, for conscientious rea- 
sons and came to New York, where 


he married, Finding no work there he went 
to Chicago and thence came here, and drifted 
into the Colman Mission. Mr. Colman sent 
him to a well-known Episcopal clergyman in 
the West End for aid. 1 cannot help you, 
said the rector; ‘‘you proved false to your 
vows by getting married.’’

THE FEED OF FREE SOUP.

A gaso- 
line stove was donated and everything was 
ready for touching off the stove this morning 
except the meat. The minister took a big 
basket on his arm, went around the corner to 
Union Market, where he passed up and 
down the alsles and appealed to the 
jolly butchers. They responded generously, 
and when Mr. Colman went back he found the 
basket was almost too heavy to carry on the 
slippery sidewalk, 

SCENES AT THE MISSION. 

As he was getting the meat out of the bas- 
ket the ladies dropped in according to prom- 
ise. They were Miss Laura Kemp and Mmes. 
Henley, Finkner, Watson and Mrs. Colman, 
wife of the minister. As they began 
work the sleet and hail set in 
and made their fingers fly faster 
as they thought ot the poor fellows who would 
come in out of it to get a little inner satisfac- 
tion. By 11:80 the room began to fil up with 
men, young and old, and the soup was taking 
on asmell that made the hands of the clock 
seem to be standing still. But orders were 
strict that nobody should be served till 12. A 
fire engine house is a door or two away, and 
all at once the gong was heard, with 
the trampling of the horses’ feet as they 
rushed out on the noon qui vive. 

THEN THE LOOK OF EAGERNESS 
became more intense on the hundred faces, 
which were all turned towrad the simmering 
boiler. Miss Kemp gave an extra flirt to her 
apron as an unconscious signal of readiness, 

r. Colman offered a pleasantly brief bless- 
ing, and then the soup and bread were hand- 
ed out. There were no tables, and the 
eaters just sat in the meeting-house 
chairs. A bowlof soup and hunk of bread 
went to each one. Admirable order was pre- 
served, as Mr. Calman’s slightest nod is 
obeyed by the men he Is trying to benefit. The 
distribution was kept * till 2 o’clock, when 
the doors were closed. The regular hours will 
be from 12 to 2 daily, except Saturdays and 
Sundays. To-morrow Mr. Calman expects to 
add another stove. The ticket system is 
employed. A little ticket is given to 
those attending the mission services 
and bunches of tickets will be placed in the 
hands of business men who are likely to be 
approached by persons soliciting money for 
meals. Aticket for a mission meal can be 

iven the person without any fear of its going 
or drink. These tickets do not cost the at- 
tendants at the mission anything, but maybe 
the merchants will be asked to help the work 
by paying a small sum for a bunch of tickets.

THE FAMOUS BOUCICAULT DIVORCE CASE 
BEFORE THE ENGLISH APPEAL COURT. 


The Defendant’s From the Decision 
Postponing Case Denied—Mr. Bouci- 
cault’s Earnest Plea—A Tell-Tale Letter— 
The Actor and Playwright’s Written 
Acknowledgment of His Marriage te 
Agnes Robertson. : 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lowpon, January 12.—Lord Justices Ootton 
and Bowen, sitting in the Appeal Oourt, had 
before them yesterday the appeal of Dion 
Boucicault, the actor, from the decision of 
Sir James Hannon, President of the Divorce 
Ceurt, postponing for six months the hearing 
of the petition for divorce presented by Mrs. 
Boucicault, who is now acting in America, 
Mr. Inderwick, Q. O., on behalf of Mr. Boucl- 
tault said that in May, 1866, Mrs. Boucicault 
began proceedings against her husband on the 
ground of his alleged bigamy and adultery, 
But the real question for the courtto decide 
upon, in the hearing of the petition, was the 
validity of the marriage. It was not sug- 
gested that there had been any civil 
or - religious ceremony of marriage 
between Mr. and Mrs. Boucicault. The con- 
tention was that their living together only ac- 
cording to American law constituted marriage 
by cohabitation. In 1880 Mrs. Boucicault 
commenced proceedings, which she afterwards 
discontinued, in the American cpurts for a 
divorce, and subsequently she presented a 
petition to the English court. Mr. Boucicault, 
who had married a lady in New South Wales, 
contended that the alleged marriage with the 
petitioner was not valid. Commissions had 
deen sent to America to take the evidence of 
American lawyers and also to prove Mr. 
Boucicault’s marriage in New South Wales, 
and when the case was ready for trial 
last December the President, on the appli- 
cation of Mrs. Boucicault, granted an

A TELL-TALE LETTER. 


Dion Boucicault’s Written 
ment of His Marriage Made Public, 


By Telegraph to the Posr-DisrA Trou. 

New Tonk, January 12.—On Sunday, the 
th of May, 1887, the WORLD published a docn- 
ment in the handwriting of Dion Boucicauilt in 
which the latter confesses his marriage in 1852. 
It covered seventeen pages of note paper, one 
of which—the one relatingto his marriage— 
was reproduced at the time in fac simile in the 
WORLD and consisted of a kind of autobiog- 
raphy. The document, which bears evidence 


of having been written in 1883. was found 
among the papers of the late Wm. Stuart 
O’ Flaherty, which were handed over by the 
latter’s literary executor to the WORLD. 
The portion thereof relating to his mar- 
riage is as follows: 
My mother had the greatest repugnance to 
my being an actor. so during the eleven 
rs fm 1841 to 1852 I never acted. But 
en she foundI had married an actress she 
immediately urged me to join my wiie in her 
profession and not allow ber to act except 
with me and in my works. Soin 1853 1 joined 
the profession of an actor to that of a drama- 
tist. Fortune bas perched on my ban- 
ners and I have earned very large 
sums of money, but have reserved very 
little. My family have had it, and there are 
so many calls on one’s sympathy. Besides, 1 
do hope I shall die with more than enough to 
bury me decently. It seems to me much bet- 
ter to give one’s property to one’s heirs while 
you are alive and can see the enjoyment it 
produces. Why heapit up to be wrangled 
over after youre gone? Post-mortem prudence 
rarely turns out rightly. Sufficient for this 
life are the troubles’ thereof. Why 
undertake to regulate things after you're 
dead. So I am accused of extravagance to- 
ward my children and my brothers and my 
nephews. Why so? I don’t want it. I 
too old it.

SMALI-POX IN ’FRISCO. 


Alarming Spread of the Epidemic—Great 
Increase in Mortality. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

San Francisco, Cal., January 12.—The small- 
pox hospital is now crowded with patients 
and the epidemic is becoming more alarming. 
From six to twelve cases are reported daily, 
and it is believed that cases among Chinese 
are concealed from the authorities. Last 

evening’s Post said: The Health Office does 
mot open till 9 a. m., and when cases are re- 


ported before that time there is no one to at- 
tend to them. A man called at the Oity Prison 
‘this morning suffering with the disease, and 
he was sent to a tent on the Plaza. The 
attendant who be on 
duty was not as the 
gates were locked the — was compelled 
to walk up and down the sidewalk in the cold 
frosty air, which is almost certain death. At that 
time a large number of people were on their 
way to work, and they mage the man on the 
sidewalk not knowing his affliction. A short 
time afterwards word was received atthe old 
City Hall that another man who was delirious 
from the disease was lying naked in alot on 
‘the corner of Brannon and Lathstreets. His 
body was completely uncovered and his cloth- 
ing was aying about preg 3 feet away from him 
in the sand, rt was made to 
communicate with the health officer — 
telephone. A message was sent b 
from the police station that none of 
the health officers would de there 
for an hour. In the meantime the man re- 
mained in the lot, as there was no one to take 
charge of him 

The epidemic shows no signs of abatvenent. 
though the health officers express confidence 
in the ultimate success of the measures taken 
to stamp out the disease. 
reported yesterday, but none was of a violent 
nature. The cit ens are aroused to the 
gravity of the situation, and fifteen 
public vaccinato Rd are employed by the 
city are continu busy. Three of these 
physicians are — oned at the Health Office, 
ten are located in different districts of the city 
and two make house to house visits.

“SULLY” TO SMITH. 


BOSTON’S PRIDE HAS A WORD TO SAY TO 
ENGLAND’S CHAMPION. 


He Will Not Take Down His Forfeit for Two 
More Weeks and Expects Smith to Make 
a Match by That Time—John L. Will 
Come Home in April—‘Snapper” Garri- 
son’s Debut on the Stage—Spring Entries 
in the East—Sporting News and Notes. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, January 12.—There appears to be 
but little prospect of a match being arranged 
between John L. Sullivan, champion of the 
world, and Jem Smith, the champion of En- 
gland, for some time to come atleast. Smith 
desires sucha meeting brought about, but, 
curious to say, his manager, John Fleming, 
is adverse to such an arrangement. 

As the Kilrain—Smith fight was pending 
when John L. Sullivan arrived here the Amer- 
ican concluded to make a tour of Great Brit- 
ain, giving exhibitions of boxing, and 
as soon as the fight was settled to 
have a match with the winner. Un- 
fortunately the battle terminated in a draw. 
Not to be disappointed in his mission, Sulli- 
van at once posted $2,500 with the editor of the 
Sportsman, as a forfeit to bind a match with 
Smith for any amount of money, appointing 
Tuesday afternoon at2o’clock as a time of 
meeting to sign the articles and to conclude 
all preliminary arrangements. 

THE CHAMPION TALES. 

Long before the appointed time Sullivan 
reached the Sportsman office, accompanied by 
Ed O. Holske, John Barnett, Jack Ashton, 
Harry Bull, Frank Hinge and Fred Atherton. 
At2o’clock the street was densely packed 
with people who wished to see the American, 
and for the time the traffic was blocked. After 
wulting nearly an hour Sullivan appeared 
at the window to gratify the curiosity 


if the throng in the street. He was received 
with loud cheers. Seeing no chance of Smith 
putting in an appearance he took his depart- 
ure for Paddington Station, where in company 
with Harry Bull, Ashton and Barnett, he 
boarded the train for Windsor to stop at the 
Royal Adelaide Hotel and to arrange for quar- 
ters for hiscoming fight with Charles Mitch- 
ell. The crowd outside the Sportsman office 
was 80 great that the champion was literally 
mobbed. 

Previous to leaving, Sullivan, in speaking of 
Smith’s failure to arrange a match, sald to me: 
‘*I came here for the express purpose of fight- 
ing Jem Smith gg have no desire to be foiled

I wish to serve notice on him 
and his manager that in April I return to 
Boston and should he fail to meet me.I hope 
that on the eve of my departure Smith’s mana- 
ger will not be uncharitable or mean enough 
to issue a challenge, except to fight in Ameri- 
ca. My $2,500 will Temain at the Sportsman 
office at least two weei.s longer so that he will 
have no excuse for not coming to time.’ 

Sullivan is in excellent health and has 
reduced his weight by quite twenty-four 
pounds. He has now taken up his head-quar- 
ters at Windsor and will go immeadiately into 
hard training, and heis very much disgusted 
with the Smith backout, and I would like to 
send his plain and unadulterated o inion on 
the matter, but I am obliged to refrain. No 
one can persuade Sullivan that Mitchell really 
means to stand up before him, and unless the 
match with Smith is at last arranged Sullivan 
willnot take the trouble to train very se- 
verely. Despite the action of Fleming in not 
coming to time John gives Smith credit for 
great pluck, and only regrets that he should 
be in such hands. In fact, by a hard and fast 
contract he is quite in the power of his back- 
ers and managers.
